An independent audit of the im

However, the report by the firm 
of Peat, Narwick, Mitchell and Co 
of Chicago, released late Tuesday, 
did not flatly state that

Hodge, a fast-rising figure in Re 
publican politics who had designs

A Worthy Record 


Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, retir­ 
ing ambassador to Italy, has not 
always had the easiest time of it. 
But accounts from Italy indicate 
she has earned the rest she now 
seeks from her unfortunate H- 
ness. For she is widely credited 
with having done an excellent job. 
When she represented Connecti­ 
cut in the U. S. House during the 
1940’s, she was an articulate but 
often controversial figure. Later 
she 
sought her 
state’s 
Senate 
nomination but failed to make it. 
Then 
President 
Eisenhower 
named her ambassador to Rome 
and tbe Italians complained at 
the idea of a woman being named 
I a major diplomatic post. 
But Mrs. Lace bent all her will 
and energy to learning her job, 
lo understanding the Italian peo­ 
ple and their problems. She rode 
oui Hit steady barrage of Com­ 
munist jokes against her. When 
her retirement was announced, 
leading Italian papers paid high 
tribute to her work. 
They see 
her as a true friend and helper. 
An ambassador’s impression on 
a foreign land ii far from the sole 
measure of his usefulness. But it 
Is a powerful sign of effectiveness 
la diplomacy. Mrs. Luce has 
galled bar credits. 


WASHINGTON — ( NEA) - 
When Congress reconvenes there’s 
going to be a full-dress probe of 
the latest Pentagon attempt to 
damp a tighter lid on military in­ 
formation. 
This attempt is a recommenda­ 
tion of an advisory group headed 
by former Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Charles Coolidge that re­ 
porters who mention a secret item 
br hauled up before a Grand Jury 
and forced to reveal their source 
or be tossed in the clink. 
The 
congressional 
committee 
headed by Rep. John E. Moss (D 
Cal.) which has been investigat­ 
ing excess censorship of news 
in all of the agendes is going to 
examine 
the 
Coolidge proposal 
with particular enthusiasm. 
Some of the persons responsi­ 
ble for Pentagon 
security have 
already 
been called before the 
Moss group in preliminary hear­ 
ings. 
And the committee staff 
believes it is on the trail cf some 
real stupidity and bungling plus 
flagrant efforts to withhold legiti­ 
mate information from the press. 


EVER SINCE the end of World 
War II a large group of military 
brass 
hats bxs been 
trying to 
damp tighter 
controls on press 
coverage of the services. It has 
been their conviction that the 
onlv information th** public has a 
right to know is what they — the 
brass hats—are willing to spoon­ 
feed to reporters. 
Fortunately, most of the secre­ 
taries of defense have 
resisted 
this pressure from the military in 
the interest of keeping the public 
informed. And that includes Char­ 
les Wilson who has registered his 
disapproval of the Coolidge rec­ 
ommendation. 
At the same time a hard corps 
of civil service 
press agents in 
the Pentagon, with a more ma* 
ture understanding of the mean­ 
ing of freedom of the press in a 
democracy than many 
generals 
and admirals, has kept open le­ 
gitimate channels of information. 
This includes a handful of officers 
ir* the three services who happen 
to know what honest public rela 
lions amount to. 
In addition, a number of hard­ 
working, professional military re 
porters have *ot p e r m i t t e d 


themselves to be muzzled by the 
brass and have given the public 
a good picture of what has been j 
going on in the services. This in- ! 
eludes the blunders which have 
been many. 


IN THE PAST DECADE there 
has been no instance of a leak of 
information 
through 
the press 
which has been damaging to the 
country’s security. Bits of infor 
mation with security tags on them 
have been made public with a re­ 
sultant investigation by the FBI 
or the investigation agencies of 
the sendee. 
There’s never been 
enough evidence of violations of 
the security 
jaws f0Und to war­ 
rant any actions in these cases. 
On the other hand each Penta­ 
gon reporter at some time or oth­ 
er has not written what could have 
been a hot story because he knew 
it to be a legitimate secret. For 
instance practically every military 
writer knew* for more than a year 
about the discovery of the "pop 
bottle" 
aircraft 
design 
which 
permitted great addi tional speed 
with no additional power. 
Only 
when security restrictions were 
lifted did the story get written. 
It has been the completely ab­ 
surd security regulations which 
the press had not been wining to 
accept. 
For 
example the 
Air 
Force was outraged when it was 
reported th at a B-36 was flying 
around the southwest carrying an 
experimental atomic reactor. 
At the aam e time every deputy 
sheriff, local policeman and state 
policeman in the whole area had 
been given fun details of the test 
to let them know what to do in 
ease the plane crashed. 


THIS IS JUST a sample of the 
kind of illogical security the Pen­ 
tagon has tried to enforce. An­ 
other case concerns the new B-58 
bomber which the press wanted 
to photograph recently. For weeks 
ft stood outside on a Los Angeles 
airport 
for ever’ passerby—in­ 
cluding Russian agents - to see. 
Yet officials said pictures of it 
could rot be made. 
Some 
of the 
worst 
offenses 
against security have been com 
nutted by the brass themselves. 
in speeches. The Air Force discov­ 
ered that the best way to get a 


general’s speech in the headlines 
was to have him 
discuss some 
previously classified 
weapon or 
research project. All of the serv­ 
ices have been guilty of using this 
device to get publicity. 
It’s 
used 
mostly 
around the 
time when Congress is consider­ 
ing appropriations, too. This, es­ 
pecially, will be one of the aspects 
of military security to be probed 
by the Moss committee.

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NBC Observes 36th Birthday; Oldest Network

NEW YORK tip)—This is a be­ 
lated birthday greeting to the Na­ 
tional Broadcasting Co., the oldest 
of our networks. 
This year, NBC is celebrating its 
30th anniversary, an occasion it 
will mark with much whoo-de-do 
in Miami Beach next week when 
it trundles three shows and a fist­ 
ful of executives and TV column­ 
ists to the sumptuous new Ameri­ 
cana Hotel. (All new Florida ho­ 
tels are sumptuous). 
It was back on Nov. 15. 1926. 
that Gen. David Sarnoff unwrapped 


■ for the general public a 4 1-2 hour 
j radio extravaganza that would do 
| credit today to an Ed Sullivan, if 


I NBC will pardon the expression. 
Claims Many Firsts 
That first network radio show, 
fed to 25 stations, featured Will 
Rogers, Mary Garden, Dr 
Wal­ 
ter Damrosch and the New York 
Symphony, Weber and Fields, and 
the bands of Ben Bernie, B. A. 
Rolfe and Vincent Lopez. 
It was beamed on a hookup that 
stretched from Portland, Maine, as 
far west as Kansas City. Today, of 
course, NBC stretches in more di­ 
rections than an old girdle — it 


boasts 118 radio and 207 TV affili- 
ates. 
Over the years, NBO has racked 
up a number (rf firsts. In 1929, it 
introduced the adenoidal tone clus­ 
t e r of Rudy Vallee to radio along 
with a couple of fellows named 
“ Amos ’n Andy.” 
Fred Allen dropped into NBC in 
1930. A couple of years later, NBC 
coaxed Ed Wynn, 
Jack 
Benny, 
Jack Pearl and Groucho Marx into 
its parlor as regulars or guests. 
Began TV in 1939 
Then, of course, there was Bob 
Hope (he made his bow as a radio 
guest in 1933), “Fibber McGee and 


(1935) and Edgar Bergen f 
and Charlie McCarmy ussr). 


NBC gave girth to its TV baby 
back in April, 1939, at the New 
York World’s Fair. NBC can lay 
claim to televising the first football 
game, the first baseball game, the 
first boxing match, the first tennis 
championship, the first national 
political convention (1940), the first 
religious services, the first election 
returns and Picky Lee. 


It also has brought us Dinah 
Shore, Steve Allen, Sid Caesar, 
Kraft Theatre, 
Dragnet, 
Milton 
Berle, Jimmy Durante and, on at 
least one occasion, Elvis Presley. 


So, happy 30th birthday, HBC. 
And may you have 30,000 more.
